and it is not enough to follow blindly 
any Christian leader, for however worthy 
he may be, like all men, he is fallible.

A letter 
from Miss Annie E. Wood of England, 
who writes some of the leading editorials 
in the Tres, contains these words: 
“Those who look lower than the heavens 
can find little consolation at present. 
We carry on hopefully, and are wonder- 
fully fed and provided for.” Do things 
look dark to us? Perhaps we are looking 
too low, — at circumstances close at hand 
and at the world horizon. But there is 
abundant consolation in the heavenly 
places. “Looking unto Jesus” is the best 
remedy for faintness of heart. “He 
knows, He loves, He cares, nothing 
this truth can dim.” And He is coming 
again !

Necessities 


Stern duty is a vital part of the 
Christian life. It often consists of such 
everyday occurrences as these: long and 
arduous journeys; the meeting of ap- 
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pointments; correcting a subordinate; 
“much study,” which becomes “a weari- 
ness of the flesh”; cooking three meals a 
day, and washing dishes and clothes; 
tending stubborn furnace fires in cold 
weather; struggling with the almost ani- 
mate obstinacy of inanimate objects; deal- 
ing patiently with children,—and older 
folks; caring for the sick and the aged; sit- 
ting through long and involved committee 
meetings; arranging programs for special 
services; pleading with ration boards; 
whipping one’s own tired body out of 
bed in the cold and dark of the early 
morning in order to make time for 
prayer and Bible study, and to be at work 
on time. The flesh rebels against such 
things, but we must face them. There 
is strength and comfort in the thought 
that Paul had such inglorious tasks in 
mind,—not, of course, of exactly the 
same kind,— when he wrote of Christ's 
all-sufficient grace, and added, “There- 
fore I take pleasure in infirmities, in 
reproaches, in necessities, in persecutions, 
in distresses for Christ’s sake: for when 
I am weak, then am I strong.” Even 
when our work is unseen and apparently 
unappreciated, when our path leads 
through dreary valleys of drudgery and 
there is; very little to encourage us, — 
even en we can rest /upon our 
Lord’s revelation. to Paul when He 
said, “My grace is sufficient for thee: 
for my strength is made perfect in 
weakness.”

Comfort for Dark Days 





“Nevertheless for thy great 
mercies’ sake thou didst not utterly 
consume them, nor forsake them; 
for thou art a gracious and merci- 
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answers they have received, sometimes 
when the answer appeared impossible, 
but when the God’ of the impossible has 
shown Himself afresh. 

And yet—and yet—there are many 
examples of requests not granted, and 
the despairing cry, “Why — oh, why?” is 
wrung from disappointed hearts. Why 
did God not restore to health after ill- 
ness? Why did He not bring home, safe 
and sound, absent ones? Why was the 
fairest or most indispensable member 
of the family taken? 

Are there any such disappointments 
recorded in Scripture from which com- 
fort may be obtained? Surely, there 
are several. 


Moses asked the Lord to allow him to. 
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cross Jordan. For forty years he had 
been alone in the desert feeding sheep 
and learning his own smallness: for forty 
years more he had been leading a trou- 
blesome people to the Promised Land, 
and then failed miserably at Meribah. 
He smote the rock when told to speak 
to it; he lost his temper, it is true, and 
spake inadvisedly with his lips, but more 
—he dishonored God before the people 
and also spoiled the type of the smitten 
rock. It had been smitten once, after- 
ward, speaking to it was commanded, 
for “that rock was Christ” and He can- 
not— may .not—be smitten more than 
once. So, in righteous government the 
Lord definitely told Moses he should not 
enter the Land. His request, reiterated 
afterward, met with the Lord’s wrath. 
“Speak no more unto me of this mat- 
ter.” If the Lawgiver had broken the 
Law he could not lead Israel into Ca- 
naan. 


Yet—the Lord’s grace was shown fif- 
teen hundred years later when Moses 
stood on the Mount of Transfiguration 
—in the Land, indeed! The request re- 
fused before had been laid up to be 
granted in a far more wonderful way 
at last. God did not forget! Yet Moses’ 
disappointment on the border of the 
Land must have been poignant beyond 
words. God never forgets, nor does He 
willingly afflict His own.. May we not 
be sure that Moses through all eternity 
will not only be comforted for his dis- 
appointment, but will exult in the grace 
shown to him in the holy mount? 


Moses had prayed to live, and had been 
refused. Elijah, who stood with him 
there, had prayed to die, and had been 
refused. There was still work for him 
to do on earth, and he was to be taken 
thence without dying; surely this was 
something better than he had prayed 
for! Yet how utterly impossible, when 
he lay under the juniper tree, was it for 
him. to foresee such an honor. Some, 
too, we are told, will be alive and re- 
main till the Lord comes and be caught 
up without dying. Shall we? 


The Lord chooses the lot of the in- 
heritance of each servant and will de- 
cide how, when/ and where we indi- 
vidually shall pass from earth to His 
presence. 


With what bitter pain did David plead 
for the life of the son of his sin even 
after Nathan had said the child should 
die! .“The Lord struck the child.”, We 
may well rejoice, incidentally, that all 
babes dying, as such, are redeemed and 
are safe; but the anguish of losing them 
is often past. words, and in this special 
ease David had God’s word for it that 
it was his fault.. Long since then he has, 
indeed, as he said he would, gone to be 
with his babe beyond earth’s cares, com- 
forted forever. What myriads of little 
babes must be in the heavenly Home, 
gathered from all parts of the earth! , 


‘Perhaps: the most triumphant recep-

tion’ of the Lord’s denial of a request 
was Paul’s. That thorn (literally 
“stake”) tried him almost beyond en- 
durance. Thrice he requested its re- 
moval; thrice he was refused. But that 
refusal was tempered by such over- 
whelming loving-kindness and oppor- 
tunity of intimate fellowship with his 
Lord over it, that when the grace suffi- 
cient, the strength made perfect in weak- 
ness, was promised, Paul the sufferer 
not only acquiesced, but declared: “Most 
gladly therefore will I rather glory in 
my infirmities, that the power.of Christ 
may rest upon me. Therefore I take 
pleasure in infirmities, ... in distresses 
for Christ’s sake: for when I am weak, 
then am I strong.” 

Let us take courage, then, when the 
answers to our requests are delayed, or 
even refused. In every case God, who 
is never anyone’s debtor, gives or with- 
holds according to the riches of His 
grace and His utter understanding, and 
we may trust. This is what H< seeks. 

When the two walking to Emmaus 
were joined by a third, He found them 
thoroughly disheartened, and by kindly 
questioning drew from them the rea- 
son of their grief. They were bitterly 
disappointed. Their Friend with whom 
they had talked and in whose claim to 
a kingdom they believed, had a cross, 
not a throne; He had been dishonored, 
openly derided, mocked, scourged, cru- 
cified. They called Him “Jesus of Naz- 
areth,” a name of humiliation, yet spoke 
of Him as “a prophet mighty in deed 
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and word before God and all the people”; 
and, they said, “We trusted that it had 
been he which should have redeemed 
Israel.” We trusted ... but now! all 
is lost, it was a mistake, He was mis- 
taken: there is no hope—it happened 
three days ago! Yet there was a gleam 
of hope mingled with their pain — some 
rumor had gone out that He was risen. 
They did not know what to believe. Is 
there no parallel to this state of mind 
now? Are not people asking why God 
does not overthrow the wicked and 
bring in the coming Kingdom as prom- 
ised? To some it may look as though 
He had forgotten, or even failed. But 
the complete answer came then from the 
source from which comfort comes today 
if our understandings are but opened to 
understand the Scriptures. Was it not 
foretold that Messiah should suffer? 
What did Isaiah 53 and other passages 
foretell but a despised and rejected Mes- 
siah? He will reign in due time. Not 
one word of Old or New Testament 
prophecy shall remain unfulfilled, but 
now we see perilous times, times of 
apostasy, days of lukewarmness on the 
part of the professing church (and, in 
measure of the true Church also), pre- 
ceding the last tragedies before the King- 
dom is ushered in. 

Let us study the Bible and lift up our 
eyes and look for the Bridegroom (for 
He is risen), before the dread wrath to 
come breaks upon an ungodly world, 
now rapidly preparing for it. After 
which —the Kingdom.

Colby College's President 


In the Survey was the following state-~ 
ment concerhing .the new president of 
Colby College, Maine: “This is the col- 
lege the presidency of which .has been 
turned over to the Unitarian radical, Dr. 
J. S. Bixler of the Harvard Divinity 
School. Here, indeed, ‘the very life’ of a 
‘fine old Baptist’ institution seems. to be 
threatened.” .On the basis of that state- 
ment I wrote to the Northern Baptist 
Convention for a clarification of this mat- 
ter’ They replied that Dr. Bixler is an 
active worker in the Congregational 
Church and that he is not a Unitavian. 

As an evangelical Baptist minister, I 
am naturally much concerned about this 
matter. I should greatly appreciate it, 
therefore, if. you could enlighten me. fur- 
ther about the theological position of Dr. 
Bixler.—A New York minister. 


Mr. -Gorpon’s . REPLY: 

This official reply of the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention can easily be tested by 
reference to ‘Dr. Bixler’s latest book, 
“Religion for Free Minds.” These were 
Lowell Institute lectures delivered in 
King’s Chapel, the old Episcopalian 
church » that a predatory Unitarianism 
took’ over from its rightful church con- 


nection. It came out of a Unitarian the- 
ological school and its chief interést is 
in the religious opinions of Harvard free- 
thinkers, — James, Royce, and Santay- 
ana,—to which whole chapters are 


dedicated. A scant four references to , 


Christ are. indexed, the longest being 
the two following: ° 

“No amount of worldly success can 
make us prefer a millionaire to St. 
Francis or Christ” (p. 100). 

“The silence of the growing processes 
of nature we crave for ourselves whether 
we hear it through the dark sayings of 
Lao-tse or the clearer parables of the 
Sermon on the Mount” (p. 180). 

There is a single passing allusion to 
Paul (p. 62). Also one or two allusions 
to the Bible. On page 211 students are 
spoken. of as being suspicious of the 
Bible when taught as a revelation of 
God. Supernatural authority is denied 
to it. Religion is “man’s search for an 
object of loyalty,” rather than “the ac- 
ceptance of a revelation vouchsafed from 
above” (p, 5).

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Mounting Up with Wings as Eagles 


Are we choosing the world's substitutes, or 


accepting God's offer?

HEN I was a barefooted lad I 

W wanted wings. At least, I 
thought I did. If I could have 

had Aladdin’s lamp and the slave that 
went with it, I certainly would have 
made a mess of myself. It never occur- 
red to me that with wings I could not 
put on my shirt. I did not reflect that 


with wings, it would be necessary to ~ 


roost on a pole and fall off when I slept, 
unless held in place with guy ropes. 
Alas, the world is afflicted with many 
half-baked theories that conveniently 
overlook or ignore the little nullifiers 
that go with it. In past generations they 
had many theories for perfecting per- 
petual motion, but.God seems to have 
the only perpetual motion theory that 
works. With wings, I could not go in 
swimming; I could not even scratch my 
head, unless I kept my arms and thus 
lacked only two legs of being an whsect. 
Little did I realize in my childish sim- 
plicity that if I developed wings, I would 
disqualify millions and millions of an- 
cestors that have been assigned to me. 
Multiplied multitudes who are now 
classed as my biological cousins would 
have no kinship worth recognition, and 
among the tails my progenitors have 
tried and discarded there must be listed 
another of feathers or membranes that 
would open and shut. “Scientists” have 
not always agreed, and millions of pages 
were printed before my ancestors were 
elected, and for a boy to have wings 
would make it necessary to respin the 
yarn as far back as the reptiles. How- 
ever, it would not baffle anyone who 
can explain how bugs came to carry tail- 
lights and fish to carry lanterns without 
being created that way. The Pithecan- 
thropus erectus, that has been considered 
indispensable as an ancestor, would 
likely be ‘replaced by the pterodactyl. 
I would not be left ancestorless; some 
missing link could be assumed to tie 
me in somewhere.

I did not hanker for just any kind of 
wings; I wanted to get off the ground 
without too much effort. We had fowl 
that lived so close to the corn crib that 
they could not fly over the garden fence. 
I observed the awkward flight of the 
crows that could not fly fast enough to 
escape the darting flight of the kingbirds. 
I seldom saw an eagle, but I envied the 
great hawks that soared and circled 
among the clouds without a wing beat. 
Playmates of the winds, they rode the 
invisible, and their lives were not clut-

tered up with duties, tasks, rules, and 
boundaries. 

They were doing what they wanted to 
do, and my life seemed to be largely 
made up of doing what I did not want 
to do. I went to bed when I wanted to 
stay up and was called in the morning 
when I wanted to stay in bed. I had 
to be quiet when I wanted to make a 
noise and listen when I wanted to speak. 
I had to wash my neck and the scratched 
places on my legs when it seemed fo 
me my health would not be jeopardized 
if they went unsoaped for another day. 
Little boys do not have an internal gauge 
to indicate just when there is only 
enough space left to accommodate a slab 
of watermelon or a piece of pie. I much 
preferred to begin a meal with the des- 
sert. That was not permitted, and I 
often miscalculated. Why could not lit- 
tle boys be treated as well as horses? 
Horses eat their oats before they do their 
hay. When the weather was inclement 
I wanted to play ball in the house or 
make mud pies in the kitchen, but it 
seemed that little boys were victims of 
a nation-wide conspiracy. Something 
happened to Aladdin before he fixed the 
world so little boys could have their 
own way. 

In Sunday school they used to sing a 
song that began with, “I want to be an 
angel and with the angels stand.” It 
had an appeal for me, but I feared there 
was a Catch in it. It seemed that one 
had to be uncomfortably good a long 
time and then die to be an angel, and 
ali I wanted was wings. Later on, I 
observed more closely the pictures of 
angels and wondered how they got their 
wings through the armholes of their 
robes. 

With briars to scratch me, stones to 
bruise my toes, mud to avoid, fences

to climb, there seemed a real need for 
wings. I once lived in Iowa and had 
occasion to cross the Mississippi River 
on the ice. On the Iowa side of the 
river the ice was thick enough to bear 
up a horse; on the Illinois side the ice 
was much thinner because of the faster 
current. As I neared the eastern shore 
I heard the ice cracking behind me. It 
meant death to go back and probable 
death to go forward. I think I was 


* never nearer death than then. I hurried 


forward with ice cracking before and 
behind. I would have given five years 
of my life for one minute of flight. 
Years have passed, and I have never 
since crossed deep water covered with 
ice. 

To have wings comparable to those of 
an eagle, a slender man would have a 
wingspread of something near a hun- 
dred feet, and a procession of flying fat 
men would darken the sky so that 
chickens would go to roost. Certainly 
the body of man is not designed for 
the eagle type of wings. Such wings 
would make it necessary to have hangars 
instead of bedrooms and airports instead 
of homes. Just as certainly, the spirit 
of man was never meant to be a pris- 
oner in the fleshly shell of his body. 


Gop OFFERS WINGS 


“They that wait upon the Lord shall 
renew their strength; they shall mount 
up with wings as eagles; they shall run, 
and not be weary; and they shall walk, 
and not faint” (Isa. 40:31). Continuing 
the metaphor, the spirit craves altitude 
— above the briars, barriers, dirt, drudg- 
ery, and quicksands. The body responds 
to gravity that is earthward; and, unless 
it is earth-sodden, the spirit feels a pull 
toward God. No one wants the eagle’s 
diet, his loneliness, his mental limita- 
tions, or his goal in life; but his free- 
dom from care, worry, fear, unrest, and _ 
drudgery is a figure of what God can 
do for man’s spirit: 

Wings for the spirit fit the promises 
of rest, as, “Come unto me, all ye that 
labour...” (Matt. 11:28); the promises 
of grandeur, as, “The wings of a dove 
covered with silver, and her feathers 
with yellow gold” (Psa. 68:13); the 
promises of altitude, ads, “Heavenly 
places in Christ Jesus” (Eph. 2:6); the 
promises of joy, as, “God ... who giveth 
songs in the night” (Job 35:10). 

God’s eagerness to safeguard His peo- 
ple and raise them above the sordid 
treadmill level, and deliver them from 
fear and worry is evident in such re- 
minders as Exodus 19:4 and Deuter- 
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oriomy 32:11: “Ye have seen... how 
I bear you on eagles’ wings, and brought 
you unto myself.” “As an eagle stir- 
reth up her nest, fluttereth over her 
young, spreadeth abroad her wings, 
taketh them, beareth them on her wings 

..” While the spirit is a partner of 
the body, sore trials may come, but there 
are wings to enable the troubled soul 
to see the rainbow from God’s side of 
the storm. In the darkest hours of be- 
lievers, God will give them visions of 
the glory side of the tempest. 

Stephen saw the heavens opened; Paul 
was caught up into paradise; John heard 
a voice from Heaven saying, “Come up 
hither, and I will shew thee...” On 
the Mount of Transfiguration troubled 
disciples had a preview of coming glory. 
Millions of saints have faced death with 
a face “as it had been the face of an 
angel.” 


IMITATIONS AND SUBSTITUTES, 


The human spirit craves altitude, and 
to those who love sin, Satan and the 
world offer many substitutes. The 
mountain peaks that sin offers are only 
sand ‘dunes. I have seen tiny drops tak- 
ing a ride, clinging to soap bubbles 
that floated like little worlds of rain- 
bows in the sunshine, and I have known 
the daughters of a proud race — devo- 
tees of cocktail parties—to float higher 
and fall harder. Carousal is often de- 
scribed as “hitting the high spots.” 
Hilarity that comes in a bottle, or re- 
quires a tin horn and clown garments, 
may lift one to such dizzy heights that 
the fog is mistaken for clouds, but there 
is no mistake about the dizzy. Alas, 
that is as far off the ground as some 
people ever get. Talcum powder on a 
lump of dirt may look like Alpine scen- 
ery when seen through a magnifying 
glass. The allurements of sin are always 
magnified. 

As a ‘youth on the farm, when oppor- 
tunity offered, I read tales of thrilling 
adventure, and my mind was in. trans- 
port to other scenes. I hunted outlaws 
in the Wild West; I rescued heiresses 
held captive by crafty villains; I fol- 
lowed imaginary “redskins” through im- 
aginary forests, and mowed them down 
with an imaginary rifle. I never humil- 
iated them by taking their scalps, but I 
had to watch my Indian allies or they 
would return to the scene of my triumph 
and collect souvenirs. My mind was 
so fevered that I lost hours of needed 
sleep. Next morning the vision faded 
when there was nothing to kill but weeds 
and potato bugs. I felt sorry for myself 
that life must be so tedious. Millions 
of folk find life like that of a caterpillar 
on a pump handle: up and down arid 
most of the time down. 

Hoping to put thrill into life that sags, 
many people turn to clubs, societies, 
sports, games, contests, and entertain- 
ments. There is a wide range of opin- 
ion as to what associations and activities 
are harmless, and if harmless how much

is too much? Why not ask yourself as 
to your soul altitude, after the game is 
over or the lights are out? I remember 
an old class motto, “Hitch your wagon 
to a star.” People whose feet now drag 
on the ground may remember that they 
began with lofty aspirations. 

“Tuey Sow Not, NerrHER Do Tuey Reap” 

I envied the eagle because his life 
was free from toil, 

Some people will say, “I like to work.” 
That may be true if one classifies de- 
lightful occupation as work—the dic- 
tionary offers many definitions of the 
word. On the farm, activity was grouped 
under three heads—doing what we 
wanted to do, doing what we didn’t want 


to do, and “killing time.” I wanted to- 


dig out a ground hog; I didn’t want to 
dig out a stump. When I say that I did 
not like to work, I mean only that I 
would rather have climbed a tree and 
watched the weeds pull themselves. Can 
you imagine a woman so fond of work 
that when the clothesline breaks, it 
cheers her like a visit from Santa Claus? 

When I was little, I watched my 
mother make bread. I was so eager to 
help that she gave me a lump of dough 
and let me stand on a chair by the table. 
She made white bread, and-I made 
brown bread. It was a delightful occu- 
pation until it ceased to be a novelty. 
I have not made bread since childhood. 

God made man to be occupied with 
interesting and thrilling acts of govern- 
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ment. (Gen. 1:28 and 2:15); and of all 
creatures, man suffers most when forced 
to do nothing. If sin-lovers ever think 
seriously, they may ponder on what 
there will be to thrill them after death. 
Since man sinned, he and the creatures 
he has harnessed are the only ones who 
know drudgery., 


Want To — Ovcnut To 


Two motives strive for domination in 
human life. What we want to do and 
what we ought to do must struggle till 
one is beaten, or they reach a compro- 
mise. They seem to be united in other 
earth creatures; they must be united in 
the angels; but sin' has so warped the 
“want to” of humanity, and false teach- 
ing has so confused the “ought | to” that 
the race needs God as much as a mad- 
house needs sanity. Certainly man’s 
happiness depends much on his wanting 
to do what he ought to do. 

These bodies of ours are a heritage 
from a million ancestors, and some of 
them, in the language of cattlemen, were 
“scrub stock.” Such as they are, we 
doctor them, diet them, decorate them, 
and sometimes dominaté them, yet they 
do not readily yield to the “ought to” 
of high ideals. Fortunately, the warped 
soulg that come with the bodies may be 
born again. In that, God has made it 
possible for the “want to” of the spirit 
to approximate the “ought to” of life, 
and “mount up with wings as eagles.”

A Mark of Identity in 
John’s Writings 
By Ernest Gordon 


HIASMUS is the Greek name for a 

rhetorical device, or mannerism, 
that repeats a statement but in reverse 
order. The Rev. E. K. Simpson, in an 
article in the Evangelical Quarterly, 
gives many instances of it which he 
finds in both the Gospel and Epistles 
of John and in the Revelation. Indeed 
he is inclined to think its use by John 
almost a signature, for it is not a fea- 
ture of Biblical language in genéral and 
least of all of the Hebrew Scriptures, 
in whose diction John’s mind was 
steeped, In fact, the only instance Mr. 
Simpson has discovered in the Old Tes- 
tament is in the original of Ezekiel 7:6 
(and it is a good illustration, though not 
appearing in the English translation) 
which reads: ‘ 

“An end is come, is come: the end.” 

A modern instance of the same man- 
nerism is the line of Keats: 

“It was a dream: or say a dream it 
was.” 3 

If this discovery of Mr. Simpson’s is 
accepted, we have one more confirmatory 
indication that the beloved disciple was 
author of ail the writings in the New 
Testament attributed to him, a fact often 
denied by destructive critics. 

The First Epistle of John opens with 
a case in point, rse one, — “Which 
we have heard, which we have seen 
with our eyes,” becoming in verse three, 
“That which we have seen and heard 
declare we unto you.” Heard and seen 
—seen and heard! 

In chapter 2, verse 19, again we find, 
“They were not of us; for if of us they 
were.” In verse 24, “Which ye heard 
from the beginning .. . which from the 
beginning ye heard.” In neither case, 
however, does this order appear in the 
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English, though it does in the Greek. 
In verse 12 of chapter 5 the real order 
is, “He that hath the Son hath [the] 
life: he that hath not the Son [the] life 
hath not.” Hath the life —the life hath 
not. 

Mr. Simpson has discovered no less 
than 16 examples of the same figure of 
speech in the Gospel of John. In John 
1:48-50 occur these two cases, “Whilst 
under the fig-tree I saw thee ...I saw 
thee underneath the fig-tree,” and, “Thou 
art the Son of God, thou King art of 
Israel.” 

These transpositions are apparently 
made for emphasis, as in our use of 
italics, and it is possible that this man- 
ner of speech derives from Christ’s own 
lips, “whase manner of intimate tuition 
John reproduces more exactly than the 
other Evangelists.” Many of these in- 
stances are indeed from Christ Himself, 
as for example: 


“In your sins ye shall die... ye shall 
die in your sins” (John 8:21, 24). 
“If me anyone serveth ... if any man 


serveth me” (12:26). 
“Me ye know and ye know whence I am” 
(7:28). 
“The world cannot hate you but me it 
hateth” (7:7). 
“Not that any man the Father hath seen 
. He hath seen the Father” (6:46). 


, “Ye call me Master and Lord... If then 
I your Lord and Master” (13:13). 
“They are not of the world ... Of the 


world they are not” 17:14, 16). 


Other illustrations of this inverted 
form of speech in John’s Gospel are: 


“His witness no man receiveth: he that 
hath received his witness hath set to his 
seal” (3:32, 33). 

“The Samaritan woman said, ‘I have no 
husband,’ whereat our Lord replied, “Thou 
hast well said, Husband have I not’” (4:17). 

“Not that any man the Father hath seen 
(save He who is of God) He hath seen the 
Father” (6:46). 


Mr, Simpson reproduces various others 
in the Gospel. In the Revelation he 
finds, with others, the following: 


“I am he that live on ... . and behold 
living I am for evermore” (1:18). 

“Neither cold art thou nor hot... thou 
aia and neither hot nor cold” 
(3: 

“These have power to shut heaven 
- . - power they have over waters” (11:6). 

“The words of the prophecy of this book 

. the words of hs book of this prophecy” 

(22: 18, 19). 


Some may object that inverted paral- 
lelisms are to be found in the poetical 
Old Testament Scriptures. That is true, 
but they differ from John’s repetition- 
ary inversions by repeating the state- 
ment in other terms than those which 
precede. This marks them as of an en- 
tirely different order.

‘ Approach to the Lesson 


Jesus was more than a cursory in- 


"Tis transfiguration of our Lord 
cident in His wonderful life. It 


. was, as Peter bears witness, the Father’s 


authentication of the divine character 
of His Sonship and a revelation of the 
glory of the coming Kingdom. Three 
times in the Greek New Testament we 
find the word that is translated in this 


instance, “transfigured.” In Romans 12: — 


2 it is rendered “transformed,” and in 
2 Corinthians 3:18, “changed.” It means 
a metamorphosis or change produced 
from within. What the Lord Jesus was 
as the divine Son shone out through the 
veil of His flesh, thus giving Him the 
‘glorious appearance that filled the three 
apostles with awe and wonder. God 
had said that in the mouth of two or 
three witnesses every word should be 
established (Deut. 19:15). So our Lord 
chose Peter, James, and John as wit- 
nesses on a number of special occasions, 
that they might bear united testimony 
to that which confirméd, in Christ, the 

word of prophecy (Luke 9:28; Mark 5: 
$7; 14:33). 

. In reading the Letters of Peter it will 
‘be observed that each links with a not- 
able experience in the life of the in- 
spired author. The first Epistle is defi-

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nitely connected with the_ revelation 
given near Czesarea Philippi after Peter’s 
great confession of Jesus as the Christ, 
the Son of the living God. There the 
Lord told of building His Church, in 
which Peter was to be a stone. This 
is the basis for 1 Peter 2:1-10. The sec- 
ond Letter dwells upon that which was 
seen and heard that night on the holy 
mount, when there came the Father's 
voice from the excellent glory, vindicat- 
ing the claims of His blessed Son, and 
indicating the character of the coming 
Kingdom, an experience Peter never for- 
got. 


The Historical Setting 


A week before the transfiguration took 
place, the Lord Jesus had told His dis- 
ciples that some of them would not die 
until they had seen the Kingdom of God 
coming in power. This promise was ful- 
filled to Peter, James, and John on the 
mount. This was probably Mount Her- 
mon, on the upper slopes of which the 
Lord Jesus Christ passed that night with 
the chosen thfee. Earlier writers thought 
it was more likely on Mount Tabor that 
this event occurred, but that view is 
now discarded by most. 


Verse by Verse 


Mark 9:2.—“He was transfigured be- 
fore them.” .The transcendent glory of 
His deity ‘shone out through-the veil of 
His flesh, thus changing His appearance 
in such a way as to fill His disciples 





with amazement and impressing them 
with a sense of His mysterious person- 
ality. 

Verse 3.—“White as snow; so as no 
fuller on earth can white them.” His 
very garments appeared to be ethereal- 
ized, and glowed with a brilliancy such 
as no worker in linen or other material 
used for apparel could produce. The 
word rendered “fuller” originally meant 
a dresser of skins, or hides, but came 
to be applied in a wider sense, as indi- 
cated above. 


Verse 4.—“Elias and Moses .. . were 
talking with Jesus.” These worthies had 
been in Paradise for many centuries. 
They were living and conscious and 
capable of conversing with one another 
and with the Lord. They stand as the 
representatives of the Law and the 
Prophets, and also of two classes of be- 
lievers, those wHo will die before the 
Lord returns and those who will be 

gcauent up (or raptured) when that event 
takes place (John 11:25, 26). 

Verse 5.—“Let us make three taber- 
nacles.” That is, booths. Peter was so 
overwhelmed with what he saw and 
heard that he proposed to honor all the 
three who appeared in glory by build- 

ing for them special booths. He 
not realize the incongruity involyed 
putting even the greatest of God’s serv- 
ants on a level, as it were, with the Lord 
Jesus Himself. Moreover, he did not 
recognize the transitory character of the 
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scene that ¢nthralled him; so he would 
have erected three tabernacles in order 
to give some permanent place of dwell- 
ing to each of the three who conversed 
together. How many, since Peter’s day, 
have thought to honor Christ by giving 
special prominence to His servants, 
whether prophets, apostles, saints, or an- 
gels, and have never realized that in 
thus recognizing them as worthy of spe- 
cial homage they have actually dishon- 
ored the Master Himself! 


Verse 6—“He wist not what to say.” 
How much better, then, if he had been 
content to remain-silent! But Peter was 
of that restless character which made 
him feel he must say something, and he 
spoke out of place and out of line with 
the mind of God, who would not have 
any others occupying the hearts of His 
people in such a way as to detract from 
thé glory that belongs to Christ alone. 

hat seems like piety and humility is 
ofttimes a subtle form of pride and un- 
belief (Col. 2:18, 19). 


Verse 7.—“This is my beloved Son: 
hear him.” It is Christ whom the Father 
delights to honor. He would have all 
men recognize and obey Him. 


Verse 8.—“They saw no man... save 
Jesus only.” Moses and Elias disappeared, 
and Jesus Christ alone remained to be 
worshipef and adored. 


2 Pet. 1:16—“The power and coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” - The trans- 
figuration scene was a picture in minia- 
ture of that Kingdom which is.to be 
brought in, in power, when our Saviour 
comes again. The truth connected with 
this glorious event is not to be con- 
founded with men’s wild guesses as. to 
the future and their “cunningly devised 
fables” of a golden age as a result of 
man’s progress and ingenuity. The King- 
dom will come in power when the Lord 
Jesus Himself returns, and not before. 
The three disciples were chosen of God 
to be “eyewitnesses of his majesty,” that 
is, to behold beforehand a vision of the 
glory yet to be revealed in that coming 
day. 


Verse 17.—“He received from God the 
Father honour and glory.” It is ever 
the Father’s delight to glorify His Son, 
and on the mount He honored Him by 
owning Him audibly ’s His beloved One, 
in whom He was well pleased. 


Verse: 18—“This voice which cant 
from heaven we heard.” Had there been 
only one witness to this, unbelievers 
might have declared that what Peter 
called the Father’s voice was just a de- 
lusion, the result of a disturbed mental 
condition. But there were three wit- 


‘nesses, the full number prescribed in 


the Law, They all heard the voice and 
understood the words as they were 
spoken by the Father, when they were 
together with the transfigured Christ “in 
the holy mount.”

This beautiful and. inspiring picture of 
the coming Kingdom is worthy of the 
most careful examination. Consider the 
various characters and note how they 
picture the” different persons or groups 
who will have their place at the revela- 
tion of Jesus Christ. First of all, we see 
Him manifested in His glory as the cen- 
ter of all the Father’s counsels. Then 
we have the two mén who talked with 
Him of that which shall be the theme 
of our praise forever, His death (Luke

4:15), who 
will never die at all, but will be changed 
in a moment and caught up to meet the 
Lord in the air, At His revelation in 
glory all ofthese will be manifested 
with Him. They form the heavenly side 
of the Kingdom. On the earth there 
will be saints in their natural bodies. 
These are represented by the three apos- 
tles, who beheld the glory but were 
themselves still in bodies of flesh and 
blood. They were all of Israel, and these 
will be the first to enter into the King- 


_ dom when set up on earth. The nations 


that have been torn and rent by Satanic 
power will find deliverance, and so enter 
into that reign of peace and righteous- 
ness. This is suggested by what took 
place at the foot of the mountain. 


The Word of Prophecy Confirmed. 
Peter tells us that what was seen and 
heard upon the Mount of Transfiguration 
was in full accord with what the 
prophets had predicted.

The three disciples had never seen 
any picture of Moses or Elijah, but 
they knew them instantly when they 
appeared with Christ upon the mount. 
Even so shall we recognize all the re- 
deemed when we know as we are known 
(1 Cor. 13:12). 


It is better to worship in silence than 
to speak when we know not what to 
say. “The talk of the lips: tendeth only 
to penury” (Prov.

The Busy Men's Comer

The Miracle of the Light.—His rai- 
ment became shining, exceeding white 
as snow (Mark 9:3). Somehow or other 
when I begin meditating over .the pas- 
sages of Scripture that come to me in 
these lesson notes, there come to me 
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I was the only passenger on the car, 
so I went up and sat near the motorman. 
When we got outside of West Chester 
he said, “We are trying out a new head- 
light. Tell me what you think of it.” 
Then he flashed it on. It was one of 
the most wonderful lights I had ever 
seen up to that time, when the best 
lights we had were the little red “hair- 
pins” or the big arc lights that sang on 
the poles high above the street. 

As we sped over the rails that light 
turned everything into something 
brighter and lovelier than new silver. 
The ties that held the rails, over which 
we moved, were great silver bars hold- 
ing silver rails. When we came down 
over the hills and got in the Brandy- 
wine Valley the waters of the stream 
were sheets of silver, and where the 
waters rippled over the stones we had 
shades and shadows that made them the 
most beautiful things the eye could look 
upon. When we passed the old cov- 
ered bridge — which had not been painted 
within the memory of man, and which 
was sort of an eyesore as it spanned the 
Brandywine — lo, and behold! or head- 
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light turned it into a palace of silver. 

No one knows what this electricity is. 
But we know the Lord Jesus wag trans- 
figured by the light; and the life of the 
Lord Jesus Himself does this very thing 
with the character and lives of men and 
women who, through the Holy Spirit, 
come in contact with the power of 
Heaven. 


Good Places.—Peter ... said, .. . it 
is good for us to be here (v. 5). When 
we read this text we naturally ask our- 
selves, and, if a teacher, we might ask 
our scholars, What are some of the 
things that made Peter feel it was good 
to be there, and why he wanted them 
to build three tabernacles. 


Here are a few ideas from one fel- 
low: By seeing Moses and Elijah with 
Christ, Peter learned for 4 certainty that 
in the Other World we do not lose our 
identity. It was the same Moses and 
the same Elijah. I do not think the 
prophets had long gray beards. I think 
Moses looked very much as he did that 
day when he fought the Egyptian and 
had to flee to the mountains. I think

funny ideas that I have never heard of* 
or thought of before. Every once in a 
while some theologian gasps as he reads" 
what I have written, and writes to me 
that my exegesis is something surprising. : 
When I contemplated the appearance of 
Christ in the transfiguration, where His 
raiment becomes “shining exceeding: 
white as snow,” I thought right away’ 
of a trip I made one dark night on a 
trolley car from West Chester to Coates- -: 
in ; ee : 
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Elijah looked as he did that day when 
he was running away from Jezebel. 
That is to say, Moses and Elijah looked 
very much like old men do today. There 
are lots of men living of whom it ‘could 
not be told whether they are forty or 
sixty. 

And so it was good for Peter to be 
there and know this. It was also good 
to be wherever the Lord Jesus can be, 
and Christians are exhorted in the Scrip- 
ture to let Christ live His life within 
them. This is embodied in the song 
“Christ liveth in me.” 

That is to say, if Christians should 
go through the world as Christ did, do- 
ing the very things their Master would 
do, they would live a life of kindness 
and helpfulness. So to be with folks 
of this kind is always a good thing. 

Every year our Young Men’s Christian 
Association in Pennsylvania has what 
we call a “Retreat.” We go to the beau- 
tiful Spanish hotel at Hershey, and, with 
a speaker of deep spiritual insight, spend 
a week end in prayer and meditation. 
There are generally between three and 
four hundred of us, men and women, 
and aside from what we hear we all 
enjoy a sweet and blessed fellowship 
together. Mr. Hershey makes us an es- 
pecially low price because he is in sym- 
pathy with all that we stand for, and 
we enjoy the luxury of the palatial hotel 
and its splendid kitchen for a most mod- 
erate price, and the great company would 
all say with one voice, “It was good to 
be here,” and we would not weep if we 
could continue to stay. But like the 
disciples, the life down in our valleys 
calls us to service. 


Professor Doubts Is Dumb.—We have 
not followed cunningly devised fables 
(2 Pet. 1:16). It is wonderful how Peter 
could look down 1,900 years and see 
Professor Doubts at Old Siwash, my 
Alma Mater, telling the boys and girls 
that all this stuff in the New Testa- 
ment, about the Lord Jesus curing the 
blind and the halt, turning the water 
into wine, feeding the multitudes, tell- 
ing the waves to be still, raising the 
dead, and being transfigured on a moun- 
taintop, were old wives’ tales, or, as the 
text has it, “cunningly devised fables.” 

Professor Doubts, in the course of 
time, reached the retiring age, and Pro- 
fessor Doubts II came into the Chair. 
He told the boys and girls the only 
thing worthy of worship in this world 
was beauty. 

I’ called the attention of Professor 
Doubts II to the fact that one of the 
most prominent graduates of the college, 
who knew he was broken in health and 
thought he was ruined in fortune, came 
to me to know how he might tie up 
with Heaven. 

I told him of another brokenhearted 
father, a prominent man of Old Siwash, 
whose son had been suddenly killed, and 
to whom I went with comfort and con- 
solation. 
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“Professor Doubts,” I wrote, “what 
would you have said to these two men 
when one came for religion and the 
other came for sympathy and comfort?” 

Professor Doubts II wrote me a long 
letter, which, like all letters from pro- 
fessors who fill the Doubting Chair, sajd 
virtually nothing. The fact of the mat- 
ter was, Professor Doubts II, who wor- 


shiped beauty, had nothing at all to 


give to these two cast-cdown and broken- 
hearted men. 

My boy, don’t let the Father of Lies 
fool you. “A Book of Lies,” as Doubters 
call the Bible, could not exist all these 
centuries and be the best seller of to- 
day, and build hospitals, and lift primi- 
tive races from misery into happiness.

AY, fellows, the Lord Jesus Christ 

is the King of kings! As we look 
today through Peter’s eyes, by the help 
of the Holy Spirit as He guided Peter’s 
stylus, upon the scene on the Mount of 
the Transfiguration, let us think of the 
kingly glory of our Lord. Peter's faith- 
ful record reads: “For we have not 
followed cunningly devised fables, when 
we made known unto you the power and 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, but 
were eyewitnesses of his majesty. For 
he received from God the Father honour 
and glory, when there carne such a voice 
to: him from the excellent glory, This 
is my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased” (2 Pet. 1:16, 17). 


We Americans know very little about 
the offense of “lese majesty.” We do not 
cultivate reverence for any person, be- 
yond a certain kind of deference or 
courtesy to church dignitaries. We do 
not regard high Government officials 
as sacrosanct. The President or the 
members of the Supreme Court can be 
criticized, even vilified publicly with- 
out restraint, in the liberty of our demo- 
cratic form of government. It may be 
in very bad taste, but not unlaw- 
ful. This is unfortunate in a way, for 
many times it works against the best 
interests of our country. We would do 
our country and ourselves a far greater 
service if we would pray for our Gov- 
ernment officials, rather than criticize 
them. Some years ago I heard an ad- 
dress in which the speaker, looking 
straight into the faces of a very self- 
satisfied audience, said, “If you are not 
praying for your President every day 
you ought to be ashamed of yourselves !” 
I took that shot personally to heart, for 
I realized I had not ever prayed for him 
(I had not voted for him!), but from 
that time I began each day to include 
in my intercessions a prayer that God 
would guide my President in his great 
responsibility. He surely needed that 
guidance. And when I made that prayer 
I was acting for my country’s good, and 
of course for my own as well. 


But here is One who merits our un- 
stinted praise and worship! He is the 
Lord of Glory. He is the Creator of the 
universe. He is worthy of our adora- 
tion to the last limit of our power to 
adore. It was no doubt the purpose of 
in the transfiguration to give the 
ples, and us, that view of the per- 
‘of Jesus Christ—raised in glory, 
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surrounded by the majesty of Heaven, 
attended by the saints, Moses and Eli- 
jah, and attested by the voice of Al- 
mighty God Himself, saying, “This is 
my beloved Son”! Peter and Jemes and 
John had doubtless got quite familiar 
with Jesus as a human being like them- 


selves in many respects, They needed— 


to see Him as their King and as their 
God. They did; and they never got 
over it. From that time, they had a 
new vision of their Lord. 


Fellows, I wish we could always keep 
in mind the fact that the Lord Jesus 
Christ is the King of kings; that He is 
our King; that every time we think of 
Him, our hearts would be bowed in holy 
awe. It is a priceless privilege to know 
Him as our Saviour, as our Elder 
Brother, as our Friend; but, to come 
nearer to giving Him that which is due 
Him, we must be constantly awed by 
His majesty and power. Then we will 
never speak of Him lightly. It is shock« 
ing to see and hear the flippant manner 
in which some Christians handle the 
name of the Lord. They even use His 
name in jokes. Make it your rule— 
your inviolable rule— never to do that; 
and if others do it, don’t laugh at the 
joke! His name is holy. It is above 
every tame (Phil. 2:9-11). “And the 
government shall be upon his shoulder: 
and his name shall be called Wonder- 
ful, Counsellor, The mighty God, The 
everlasting Father, The Prince of Peace” 


(Isa. 9:6).

IVE those:children who have been 

successful “fishers in bringing new 
pupils to Sunday school some recogni- 
tion. (See last week’s article.) One 
pupil may explain to the newcomers the 
story of the picture used last Sunday. 
The newcomers may then be urged to 
continue the work of bringing other chil- 
dren. 


Three of the friends about whom we 
learned last week had an unusual ex- 
perience while following and learning 
from the Lord. Peter, James, and John 
were alone at night on a mountain with 
the Lord. Suddenly they woke up. The 
Lord was all bright and shining with 
glory. Even His clothes were a gleam- 
ing white like no cloth on earth. And 
talking with Him were two famous men 
come from Heaven— Moses and Elijah. 
They were not talking about common, 
everyday little things, but about one of 
the most Important things in the whole 
world—the Lord’s dying on the cross 
to save us. Peter, only half awake per- 
haps, and dazzled and frightened by all 
the glory around him, started talking 
and suggesting to the Lord what they 
should do. But before he could finish, 
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the bright cloud of God’s glory passed 
over them, and “a voice came out of the 
cloud, saying, This. is my beloved Son: 
hear him” (Golden Text). Peter needed 
to listen more to the Lord, and talk less 
himself. I wonder, when you pray, do 
you always do all the talking; or do 
you listen, too, for what He may have 
to say to you? 

Peter would have liked to stay in that 
wonderful experience, but the Lord led 
them back the next morning to the work- 
aday world where things needed to be 
done, and where the disciples had other 
kinds of things to learn. 

Show a picture of the transfiguration 
—Raphael’s is the classic example— 
and have the pupils point out the char- 
acters and retell the story. 

Many years later when Peter was writ-

ing to Christians, he reminded them 
that these stories were not fairy stories. 
Read from the Bible 2 Peter 1:16-18, 
Only three people could write those 
words: “We... were eyewitnesses of 
his majesty. ... This voice which came 
from heaven we heard.” Don’t you wish 
you could have been there to hear and 
see? However, there are ways in which 
we can obey the command which that 
voice spoke. 

Both Peter and John, who heard His 
words, helped make possible our hearing 
the words of the Lord, too. One of the 
Gospels, which tells of the life and words 
of the Lord, was written by a younger 
man who worked with Peter in later 
years. God may have used Peter to tell 
Mark many of the incidents he wrote 
about. This Gospel is the second in the 
New Testament. Find who wrote it if 
you do not know. You can find where 
Mark told about the Lord’s calling Peter 
(who was also called Simon) to follow 
Him, in chapter 1:16-18. You can find 
where he tells about Peter’s having the 
mountaintop glimpse of the glory of the 
Lord and hearing the voice in chapter 
9:2, 3. Peter also did some writing him- 
self. We have two letters he wrote to 
Christians. Can you find them? The 
verses I read you about Peter’s claim- 
ing he actually saw the Lord’s glory 
and heard the heavenly voice are in 2 
Peter 1:16-18. What parts of the New 
Testament did John write? Find his 
Gospel, the three Letters he wrote, and 
his claim to know what he was writing 
about as stated in 1 John 4:14, 

If small prints of the transfiguration 
are used, pupils may write the Golden 
Text and a brief outline such as the 
following: 

Day by day Peter and John heard the 
Lord’s words from His own mouth. I 
will hear Him every day. by reading His 
words in the Bible.. I will also listen 
carefully when His words are read from 
the Bible in church or elsewhere. I 
will listen for His voice when I pray.

CurisT TRANSFIGURED 

We can know with certainty only that 
which we have seen with the eye of our 
heart (2 Tim. 1:12). The disciples saw 
Christ’s flawless perfection and glory. 

What is meant by the “transfigura- 
tion”? What is “the glory of Christ”? 
Trace the thought through such words 
as: lustrous, brilliant, luminous, radiant, 
effulgent, shining (Heb. 1:3). Was there 
more to Christ’s glory than that which 
appeared before Peter, James, and John? 
(Phil, 2:9-16.) 

“I can see the glory of God in the 
grandeur of a sunset, the beauty of a 
hillside spread with wild flowers, or 
snow, or an innocent baby’s smile,” some 
folks have said. Can they? 

Things such as these might even 
change the course of a life, yet they can- 
not change the content of a heart. Only 
Christ is “altogether lovely.” Only He 
could qualify to “taste death for every 
man.” Only He can transfigure our in- 
nermost beings, and make us fit for His 
presence. 

CuRIsT MAGNIFIED 

Moses and Elijah, whose eyes and ears 
had long ago been opened to under- 
stand spiritual things, magnified Christ 
together on the mount (Psa. 34:3; 35:27, 
28; Mal. 1:5). Of what did they speak? 
At that time the entire population of 
Heaven must have been talking about 
Christ’s coming death on the cross, 

Has this become a favorite subject 
of praise in your life and mine? If 
we, like Moses and Elijah, could see 


Christ face to face, what should we’ 


say? As we meet with Christian 
friends, those who profess to know 
and love the Saviour, do we speak of 
His love for us at Calvary? ‘Are we 
consumed with a desire to let folks 
know that He loved them enough to die 
to transform them? (1 John 3:2; Rom. 8: 
18-21.) 

“Well,” some have argued, “we do not 
have to speak of Christ all the time.” 
Perhaps not “all the time,” but we should 
speak of Him much more than we do 
(Phil. 1:20). 

Peter’s prayer to remain on the mount 
was something like those, uttered or un- 
expressed, of modern pray-ers who seek 
to evade Calvary. God’s voice clarified 
Peter’s thinking, “This is my beloved 
Son: hear him.” God magnified His 
Son (2 Pet. 1:16-18). 

Curist REMAINED 

Suppose the Scripture in Mark ended: 
“They saw no man any more” except 
themselves! Suppose the Lord Jesus 
had disappeared in the cloud that hid 
Moses and Elijah from sight! There 
would have been no story of salvation 
to tell if Christ had gone from the world 
without suffering for us. His suffering 
related Him to us, and now we know 
how deeply He was concerned. 

“When thgy had looked round about, 
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. Jesus only with them- 
selves.” No one else was present to 
distract their thoughts of worship. To- 
gether the three friends could adore 
their Lord, and each could confirm the 
testimony of the others that they had 
seen Him glorified, and yet willing to 
remain upon earth to-finish the work the 
Father gave Him to do. 

Have you and your friends, in your 
worship, seen “Jesus only” with your- 
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selves? Are you choosing cempanions 
with whom you can worship Him? You 
need consecrated Christian friends who, 
through the Holy Spirit,.can understand 
your problems and help to strengthen 
your faith (1 John 1:3).

UCH expressions as, “Man’s search 
for God,” are often used in an effort 
to show that unregenerate man is blindly 
reaching out and striving after a bet- 
ter knowledge of God. But the Bible 
shows clearly that such is not the case. 
Wherever man has come into a deeper 
and fuller knowledge of God, it has been 
because God searched man out and re- 
vealed Himself. In the garden of Eden 
it was God, not Adam, who did the 
searching, after Adam had sinned and 
had hidden himself from God’s presence. 
It was God who appeared to Abraham 
and revealed Himself as El-Shaddai, “the 
enough God,” which resulted in Abra- 
ham’s becoming the “friend of God” 
(Jas. 2:23). It was God who sought 
out Moses by ‘the means of the burning 
bush, who made Himself known to the 
prophets, and who finally in the person 
of the Lord Jesus revealed Himself to 
all mankind. It should be an encour- 
agement to us, therefore, as we think 
about finding in Christ a companion, to 
realize that God has alread¥ taken the 
initiative. He has done all that God 
could do to show men how to find Him 
and to make it plain to them that He 
wants to be the close, intimate friend of 
every individual. a 
4 
To those of us who are believers it 
may seem almost unnecessary, and yet 
it is important, for the sake of some in 
our group, to make clear that it is im- 
possible to have the Lord Jesus as a 
companion without first having accepted 
Him as a Saviour. “Can two walk to- 


gether except they be agreed?” (Amos 
3:3), asks the prophet of old. We do 
not make human companionships from 
among casual acquaintances or from 
among those we have not met. The first 
step in finding in Christ a companion is 
to meet Him as our Saviour. We may

meet Him in His Word, or by being in- 
troduced to Him by one who already 
knows Him.

Another step in finding in Christ a 
companion is to go where we may find 
Him and learn of Him. Human acquaint- 
anceships do not progress very fast when 
we do not go to those places where the 
one sought after is likely to be. So it 
is in getting to know the Lord Jesus. 
We must go to those places where the 
Lord Jesus will be found. This includes 
the reading of God’s Word; the regular 
attendance at church; the faithful ob- 
servance of our quiet time each day, 
where we meet Him in prayer; and the 
fellowshiping with those who love Him 
and are seeking to serve Him; and the 
like.

A third means to a closer and more 
intimate knowledge of Christ He Him- 
self gives us when He says, “Ye are my 
friends, if ye do whatscever I command 
you” (John 15:14). When you are seek- 
ing to deepen and improve an earthly 
companionship you are eager to do 
everything that you think the friend 
wishes you to do. How can you hope 
then to come into a deeper knowledge 
of the Lord Jesus if, by a disregard of 
His wishes, you show that you do not 
truly love Him?

Of Christianity’s historical authority 
he says: / 

“Our records of what happened then 
do not agree. If we are critical we can 
hardly say that the evidence justifies 
a belief that two thousand years ago a 
complete miracle, transcending all ordi- 
nary facts, must have occurred” (p. 218). 

Evangelical Christians Dr. Bixler de- 
scribes as follows: 

“Forsaking the world of nature and 
human knowledge they take refuge re- 
ligiously in a: supernatural world with 
laws of its own to which nature offers 
no clue. Nature is contrasted with grace, 
human sinful experience with salvation, 
‘man-made’ truth with divine revelation. 
... Their theology does not, in the end, 
offer a way of relief from our sinful 
condition. It sets up a supernatural 
world which is contrasted with the natu- 
ral ... which means in plain terms that 
it pins its hope to what is ultimately 
arbitrary and chaotic” (p. 5). 

Thus obviously does Dr. Bixler dis- 
associate himself from historical Chris- 
tianity, which, on page 53, he calls “the 
older authoritative theology playing up 
those features in it which are most un- 
acceptable to the modern mind. Indeed, 
much in this book is apparently designed 
as a counterblast to Barth, Brunner, 
Heim, Gogarten, and other former mod- 
ern-minders who now represent an ap- 
proximation to evangelical truth, or as 
Dr. Bixler phrases it, “a revival of the 
wrong type of religion” (p. X). 

When Dr. Bixler speaks of “the God 
who requires the murder of Isaac” (p. 
158), or when he describes finding God 
“in the rush of new vitality in the spring, 
in ecstatic joy, or sexual abandon, or the 
madness of a tribal dance,” we can only 
say that his rightful place is in a Uni- 
tarian, not in a Christian, school where 
he would have opportunity to influence 
Christian young people.

Until 1939 I sent my copy of Tre Sun- 
pay Scuoot Tres to a China Inland mis- 
sionary in Yunnan, China. When that was 
no longer allowed, I gave an occasional 
copy to some friends when there was an 
article that would specially interest them.

uted in appropriate quarters.

Then the Open Air Mission will have 
planted, Tue Sunpay Scnoo. Tsmes staff 
have watered, and God will give the in- 
crease. I'll send you any news of them I 
get —if any. 

Next, several of your readers have sent 
me packets of used stamps and censored 
envelopes for our Sunday school children’s 
collection, which’ goes toward the support 
of British and Foreign Bible Society col- 
porteurs in China and Bolivia. We have 
been so thrilled and grateful to receive 
these. But I now hear they may only be 
imported into England with a permit which 
I am unable to obtain. So if any of the 
kind donors have more they wish to send, 
will they please direct them to:
